REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF . 
SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board and the Citizens of Hampstead, 

Herewith I submit my sixth annual report and. 
the thirteenth in the series of the reports of the dis- 
trict superintendents. 

As it is desirable that space be given for the pub- 
lication of statistical tables, of the curricula of the 
High schools, and of other important information 
relative to the organization and the progress of the 
public schools, only a brief outline of new features in 
school work and a few most essential recommenda- 
tions will be given in this report. oe 

Only by the most persistent efforts of the mem- 
bers of the School Board, the teachers and the su- 
perintendent has it been possible to obtain even pass- 
able attendance and tardiness reports. The present 
year has been marked by the prevalence of much ill- 
ness; the school work, interrupted in this manner, nec- 
essarily has suffered considerable loss. , 

As stated in last year’s report the re-or ganization 
of the school system that has been taking place for 
the past three years is nearly complete. The standard 
set by the state programs of study will be attained as 
soon as proper provision is made for giving instruc- 
tion in wood-working to the boys of the junior high 
grades and better language results are shown in the 
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‘elementary class rooms. Otherwise little or no change 
will be necessary for the next five years. Henceforth 
the aim should be a better quality of work and a high- 
er standard of scholarship in all branches of school 
activity. As a result of the good work done last year 
Hampstead High is listed by the State Superintendent 
in a recent report as one of the fifteen A-6 approved 
high schools of the state. Five curricula of rich con- 
tent are offered its pupils. The former, seventh grade 
has become the first year of the junior high school. 
The school is now a full-fledged six-year high school 
and is in position to offer more thorough and ex- 
tended courses than the former four year high school. 
The regular tuition charge for the high school grades 
can now be collected from all non-resident pupils in 
the seventh and eighth year classes. 

Notable features of the work of the high schools 
have been the high calibre and excellent training’ of 
the teaching staff for last year and for the current 
year, the further development of the secondary 
courses in the domestic arts to include a course in 
nursing, advanced physiology, the care of the sick, 
the aged, infants and the convalescent, and cooking 
for these classes of persons, the extension of the work 
in music through the junior grades, the undoubied 
results of the weekly lessons in handwriting, the ac- 
quisition of the new fine piano, the additional work 
offered in French and higher mathematics, the intro- 
duction of new courses in Spanish and in the history 
of civilization, the decided improvement in oral and 
written English, the more extended use of floor talks, 
of debates, the frequent discussion of the great events 
of our day, the more satisfactory and effective use 
of the so-called B and C periods for supervised study 
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and for drill work with individuals or groups, and the 
excellent prize speaking held last June. At commence~ 
ment two pupils were graduated. One now attends 
a business college. 

In the elementary grades further progress has 
been made in the several fundamental branches. 
Weaknesses still persist, but every effort possible is 
being exerted to remove them. Teachers and super- 
intendent are constantly endeavoring to ascertain 
causes for deficiences. Distinct gains are noted in the 
quality of reading, handwriting and language work. 
A still closer and more generous co-operation of par- 
ent, teacher and superintendent is desirable. The su- 
perintendent will be glad to talk with parents (as he 
has in a few cases) concerning the work of pupils and 
give such advice as he can. 

The schools are fairly well equipped with text and 
reference books, maps and other apparatus. By an 
early purchase in two successive Summers much has 
been saved on paper and some other supplies. 

Some of the greatest obstacles in the way of the 
best development of the schools are the very great 
difficulty in securing and retaining teachers of high 
calibre, the poor attendance and too frequent cases of 
tardiness due to the prevailing diseases, to the callous 
indifference of pupils and parents toward their mani- 
fest duties and to their failure to appreciate and make 
the most of the splendid opportunities the schools offer 
them, and the frequent breaks in the school calendar 
because of the dreaded influenza. 

The Board of Turstees, the School Board 
members and the Superintendent have _ striven 
to maintain the schools at aé_e high level 
of work. Although the conditions brought 
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_about by the war have made their task much 
more difficult than in the past because of the rapidly 
mounting cost of necessary supplies, the augmented 
wage and the extreme scarcity of labor and the great 
increase / Fin.;,the. \sceale_....0f teachers’ salaries, 
they have persevered and apparently not without suc- 
cess. Many scnool districts have lest teachers and. 
unable to secure successors, have closed the doors. of 
the schools; other towns have been obliged to give up 
many courses formerly offered because of the lack of 
competent instructors. The generous attitude of ihe 
town and the school Officials and the suppory of the 
district has been responsible for the good conditions 
now existing. 

- Two of our elementary schools are equipped witk 
a few tools, with a beach and room for woodworking. 
In Number Four excellent results have been obtained 
under the instruction of the teacher, who has taken 
the courses at the summer sessions of Keene Normal 
School. At Number Three no work has been done 
because there has been no istructor available. Money 
has been raised for the outfitting of a room for the 
instruction of the juniczs high school boys in the manu- 
al arts. The State Program requires that double 
periods on two days a week be devoted by these boys 
to this work; that one double period a week be given to 
this work by the boys of the fifth and sixth grades 
This is important work, and steps should be taken to 
have all the manual training courses fulfilled as soon 
as the proper instruction and a satisfactory room can 


be secured. A. beginning was made a 
year or more ago ID wa improving — the 
lighting, heating, ventilating, seating and 


sanitation of our rural rooms. As soon as the cost 
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of labor and of material has stabilized at a lower level, 
this excellent policy of making a few improvements 
each vear and of making our persent rooms, more 
modern, sanitary and convenient should be Neste 
The outhouses require. attention in particular: - 7 


[ earnestly urge that more careful and intelligent 
thought be given to the health of the children in the 
schools. Parents, teachers, superintendent and mem- 
bers, of the school boards have a very great responsi- 
bility in this direction. At the present time the sup- 
erintendent is engaged in gathering and arranging 
data concerning the feeble-minded and abnormal pup- 
ils. This matter will be considered and studied by the 
State Board of Charities and Corrections, and ae 
ever possible expert help will be rendered 

.A later document showing the rules and voit 
tions governing schools, the -by-laws. passed 
by: the School Board in recent : years, 
the courses of both the . elementary’ = and 
secondary schools in town, the regulations, 
concerning admission, explanations of many of the 
features of the two programs and a review of some 
ways in which the home can more fully cooperate with 
the schools will be put into typewritten form and 
copies placed where they can be seen by the public. 

I wish to express here my sincere appreciation of 
the never-failing assistance, the intelligence and the . 
sympathy of the members of the School Board and of 
the Board of Trustees of the High School, to.acknowl- 
edge what I owe to the loyalty and the industry of 
the teachers, also the generous’ co-operation of 
many, parents and citizens who have patiently borne

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


Mr. A. T. Lane :— 


Superintendent of Schools, Hampstead, N. H., 
Dear Sir:— 

The following is my report on the work in music 
for the past year, submitted at your request. 

The pupils of the elementary grades have done 
excellent work in rote song. Notation has been intro- 
duced this year in the second and third grades at No’s. 
2, 3, 4. At No. 7 in the same grades this subject was 
taken up during the spring term of 1918. Rhythm 
was also introduced, and at the present time the pupils 
read fluently in three keys. In the intermediate grades 
the following steps have been carefully worked 
out in the class room; notation, rhythm, dictation, the 
divided best and half step progressions by means of 
sharps. 

Each year we hope this course of study recom- 
mended by the New Hampshire State Department of 
Education, which I am following as closely as possi- 
ble, brings us, as a group of schools, nearer to the aims 
which we have in mind in this work. These are:—_ 

1. To have the pupils study vocal music as a 
language, understanding how to read and sing it ac- 
curately. 

2. To develop as completely as possible the natur 
al ability of each child to sing tunefully and to help 
those who lack this ability to acquire it. 
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3. To educate the pupils taste in music so that 
the appeal and the cultural value of all good music 
shall be real and effective in their lives. 

Since the beginning of the fall term of 1918 a 
marked improvement has been shown in the chorus 
work of the High school. A Girls’ Glee Club has been 
formed which gives much promise. The girls are now 
doing good work in three part singing.
